[HE SENATE IS YET TO ACTT

MNumbers of Measures Placed on In.
formal Calendar in Upper to Be
Called at Will—Would Sup-
press Red Flag.

Jefferson f‘lt\ Mo.

The house, by a vote of 122 to 8§, has
passed the bill giving the women of
Missouri the right to vote for Presi-
dent and Vice-President. The flood
of oratory preceding the vote lasted
dor over an hour, but it was all one
slded with the exception of a speech
by Representative Comer of St. Louls
‘who opposed the measure.

The suffrage bill was the firet ona
dntroduced in the house, and is the
tsecond measure passed by the body.
“The bill was placed on the informal
calendar of the senate, and from that
favorable place can be called up
that body at any time for engross-
ment,

Thig bill was recently placed on the
calendar in the senate over an ad-
verse report, gaining 18 votes, whicn,
advocates of the measure point out,
is exactly the number required to pass
the bill

Comer and Weber were the only St.
Louis meén to vote against the meas-
ure, Others voting against It were:
Heege, St. Louis county; Mecker, of
Perry; Moss, of Jefferson; Parr, of
Bt. Charles; Shepard, of Kansas City,
and Houck of Cape Girardeau.

There were 11 members abgent, in-
cluding Eigel, Davidson, and Trieseler
of St. Louis.

For the first time during the session
Bpeaker O'Fallon Jeft his chair and
made a =peech on the floor of the
house In favor of the bill

Representatives Balley, of Jasper,
who introduced the bill; Norman of
Btoddard, Farris of Phelps, Kelth of
Iron, Agee of Miller, Whittaker or
Hickory, Powell of Stone, Razoveky of
8t Louis, Foster of Dent and Majority
Floor Leader Dyott of Howell, all
made speeches in behalf of the meas-
pre.

Red Flag Prohibited.

The hoisting or displaying of & red
flag in place of the Stars and Stripes
will be barred under a bill introduced
fn the house by Representative Wy.
man of Worth county,

The proposed measure makes it a
misdemeanor to display the red flag,
fixing the punishment at not less than
a fine of $100, and not more than six
months imprisonment.

The two sections of the bill read
a8 follows:

It shall be deemed unlawful for any
person in the state of Missourd or com-
bination of persons to hoist or dis-
play the red flag as an emblem or on
any occasion in contravention of the
use and purpose of the American flag.

Any person or combination of per
sons violating tha preceding section
of this act, shall, upon conviction, be
deemed guilly of a misdemeanor and
be punighed by a fine of not less than
$100 or by incarceration in the county
Jail or other place of confinement for
a period of not more than six months
or by both such fine and imprison-
ment,

Needs of State Shown in Report

The report of the leglslative com-
mittee appointed by Gov. Gerdner to
visit and Inspect each of the 26 stats
fnstitutions submitted its report to the
legisinture. The committee recom-
mends a tolal appropriation of more
than $8.807,000 for this vear and 182u.
The committee found most of the in-
stitutions crowded, particularly the
four insane asylume, No criticism Is
made of the management of any of the
places visited. The state prison bourd
is commended for its management of
the penitentiary and the three reform
institutions, J

The report says that all of the In-
stitutiona are in need of repairs, as
they have been much neglected in the
last gix years. “

The amount that countles pay for
the care.of inspne patienis—3%13 per
month—is found to be inadequate, ow-
ing to the present high cost of all com-
moditles. A number of the institu-
tions auked the commitlee to favor the
purchase of more land. While recog-
nizing the need for land, the commit-
tee recommends that until state fi-
nantes have improved that the neces-
sary land be rented. Estimates of each
of the institutions boards’ of managers
are submitted as a part of the report
All these items were fully covoered
in the budgetr submitted to the legls-
Iature two weeks ago by the state com-

Other bills under consideration are:

By Jones of Gentry county, author-
izing the county court or township or-
ganizations to pave and malntain pub-
lic highways'by resolution.

By Wagner, providing for a corpora-
tion tax of threefortieths of one per
cent on the par value of stock and sur-
plus, ior corporations doing business
wholly within the state, and the same
amount on capital of domestic corpora-
tions employed in other states or for-
elgn countries.

By Bailey, Waring, Coon and Brook-
shire, requiring the seller of a motor
vehicle to furnish a signed and regis-
tered certificate, witnessed by an of-
ficer, for which a fee of 26 cents Is
charged,

By Taylor, repealing the tax com-
migsion act and providing that the
duties of the commission be performed
by the state board of equalization, for
whom a secretary shail be appointed
at a salary of §8,000 per year with the
neceasary clerieal force.

By Henderson, providing a com;en-
sation of §6 per day for the state beard
of barber examiners, and requirlag
that barbers obtain a license from the
board.

By Lay, providing that in any state
court the amount of the appeal bond
mey be fixed by the court and provid-
ing that the amount of an administra-
tor's or executor's bond may be fixed
by a probate judge during vacatlon.

By Chaney, providing that hotels of
more than three storles have halls on
eiach floor and a fire escape.

By Byrne, providing that cities may
levy a tax on telegraph, telephone and
bridge companies that are subject to
state tax.

By Allison, fixing tke salaries of city
counsellors In citles of the first class
at $3,600,

By Watkins, permitting citles of the
first class to buy erect and maintain
public coal, wood, and fuel plants.

No date has been fixed for hea ings
on many of the Important measurey
now pending in both branches.

New Source of States Income.

Preparation of the more important
billa designed to carry ont Gov. Gard-
ner's plan for a separation of the
sources of state and local revenues
and the collection of gll state taxes
by indirect means has been found by
Senator Bowker to require a complete'
rewriting of the state inheritance tax
and income tax laws.

Senator Bowker said that the laws
were in such Incomplete shape that
the state was undoubtedly losing from
60 to 76 per cent of the money it.
should collect under them through the
fallure of the legislature which enact-
ed them to provide adequate machin-
ery for their administration.

The inheritance tax, in the last 18
months during which it has been In'
operation, ylelded $778,089.74, and the!
income tax law ylelded $201,885.86.)
The senator expressed the opinion
that these amounts would have been
doubled If proper administrative laws
hed been provided.

From ‘the form the new mesasures
are takinig [t appears probable that
Gov, Gardner's original idea of retain-
ing In existence the state tax commis-
gion to handle these collections will be
abandoned and the entire administra-
tion of the eollection of state taxes
will be placed in the hands of the
state board of equalization, which Is
to be proviaed with an office force of
sufficient alze to handle the business,

The income taox Is to be Increased
from 1 to 2 per cent, and the exemp-
tion limit ig to be lowered, 5o the tax
will fall on incomes of $1,000.

Under the present law incomes of
$2,000 when owned by single persons
are taxed, aod a married person la
exempt up to $4,000, with further ex-
¢mptions aceording to the slze of nly
famliy. When the new law (s fixed
single men with even ordinary jobs
will come under the purview of the
tax collector,

Document Has Been
Restored and Now Resls
in Courthouse Where It
Was Filed for Probate in

8§ THE anniversary of the birth ot
George Washington comes ungain and
the whole nation pauses o DAy 8
tribute of respect to the memory of
the greatest figure of American his-
tory, the realization is forced home
that Washington lives In the hearts
of the people so vividly because of
hig intensely human traits.

The Amerlean public of today does
not worshlp a remote legendary hero,
whose glories gather luster through
the effusions of flattering songs and storles, but
iIs on intimate terms of nequaintance with its
idolized first president through the most trust-
worthy agency, that of his own hand-written let-
ters and documents. Through the strides of mod-

ern progress and the discovery of repmarkable

paper surgery, O0,000 or more private and
official letters, addresses, documents, reports
and accounts have been ecollected, repalred

and bound Into volumes;, 400 of them, and are ac-
cessible to those who wish to peruse them In the
big library of congress in the Interest of research.
But the most important of all the papers penned
by Washington, and the one which, throughout its
entire length, Is the most perfect reflection of
him as n man of affairs and of business, is his
Jast will and testnment, almost the last document
penned by his hand, written about five months
hefore his death. After many and varled vieissl-
tudes this marvelous paper haos been repaired
and saved to posterity by belng safely deposited
in a steel vaul in Falrfax courthouse, where it
was presented for probate in 1800

Washington loved life and erowded into his six-
ty-seven yenrs many and varied Interests. Through
a perusal of only a few of the hundreds of letters
written to him and by him, it ls seen that he en-
joyed all outdoor sports and games, was proficlent
in most of them, gambled on horses, cards, cocks
and lotteries, speculated In lands und stocks,
anced almost until the year of his death, loved
theaters, teas, receptions and all socinl amuse-
ments, Though he nihde constant use of wines
on his table, moderation and method were the
precept and principle of his Jife, and these traits
are forcefully fllustrated in the 24 pnges of his
will, which he prepared without leganl aid, though
contrary to his usual forethought in leaving this
duty until so late in life, Every line of it benrs
mute testitnony to his efMelency In busipness and
his sense of responsibility, and it shows that he
spent considerable time In Its preparation, for In
disposing of his varfous properties in bequests to
relatives he went [nto great detull,

The will wns slgned July 0, 1790, and was
filed for probate at the county seat of the county
in Virginia In which Washington had lived nnd
dled Januory 20, 1800, being presented in opeu
court by George BSteptoe Washington, Samuel
Washington and Lawrence Lewls, three of the
execulors.

For a long time It reposed in the office of the
clerk at Falrfox Court House, but with the con-
fusion of the Civil war 1t was removed to Rich-
momd with other valunble papers and there lost
for a time, Jt being rumored that it bad been
pleked up by a federnl soldier and sold abroad.
However, It eventually turned up at Falrfax Court
House agnin miuch the worse for its travels and
experiences.

Then, for a number of yenrs, It 'was freely
handled by visitors and historians, untfl the
odgen became frayed. great holes nppeared., and
nhmost every sheet split In the crenses, and the
Ink, though good, faded from the light aml ex
posure.

When It beeame apparent thar stepk lhoulﬂ he
tnken to hold the torn sheets together, some, one
In nuthority In Falrfax turned the will éver to a
woman resident to be mended, which she did most
Hternily und most disastrously with a conrse
needle nnd equally coarse thrend. Consequently
the necidle holes and heavy thread soon worked
st greater hovoe through the carefully mm
PR,

Thon o group of men Interosted in the collee
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partment paper surgeons was rendered unavallable.

As a labor of love and appreciation for the his
torical value of the document and Its famous
authoer, the library of congress finally velunteered
to send its most expert manuseript repairer down
to Fairfax to make the repajrs and put the 24
pages into a condition that would Insure them
agalnst further destruction.
shipping to Falrfux of considerable eguipment,
Including a heavy press,

Te put the battered paper in good conditipn re
quired 16 days of the most painstaking work on
the part of Willinm Berwick, the llbrary's skilled
manuscript mender, who made daily trips to the
quaint old courthouse, The first step toward
restoration after he had photographed every one

of the ragged pages was setting the ink. This-

was done by a liguid process or bath deslgned to
prevent further fading. Then each one of the
shects was backed or mounted upon crepeline, &
sort of transparent durable silk gauze, which al-
lowed any reasonable amount of handling. Then
c¢ame an endless nmount of seraping, patehing,
pusting and cutting which only the deftest, most
expert fingers could do, and the results would not
have been se remarkably satisfactory but for a
most fortunate cirenmstance.

When it came to grafting new material into the
old manuseript to replace the old which had been
worn away, the great problem Iny in ﬁml}u[; new
material that would match in texture and color
that upon which the will was written, Mr, Ber
wick was In despalr a8 to whepe to find paper for
the pntehes which would make the will look a8
good as new, when by a lucky chance In a second-
haod book store In Washington a number of blank
sheets of the writing paper which George Washs
ington hand made especlally for his personnl use
were discovered, This was . exaclly what was
wanted and now, unless one holds the sheets of
the restored wiil in such n position that the bright
light will shine through them, there Is no way of

telling where the old part, or rather the original .

part, leaves off and the grafted sections begin,

When Mr.. Berwick completed_ his task, which
cost the Falrfax authorities nothing, the sheets
of the document, mounted upon eardbonrd, bound
In the form of n book mounted with n handsome
red levant cover, were placed in a steel fireproot
and burglarproof safe constructed especially for
the purpose, In necordance with the specifientions
of the government officials,

The will, which has been called the most val-
unble rellic of any left to posterity by the father
of his country—more valuable than the swords,
books, furniture or china, in view of the fact that
It more falthfully porttays the mind of the man
himself, reflecting his personality as nothing else
could do so perfectly, opens as follows:

I, George Washington, of Mount Vernon, a cltlzen of
the United States and lately preésideént of the same, do
make, ordain und declure this Instriynent, which Is
written with my own hand and every page théreof
subseribed with my name to be my last will and tes-
tament, revoking all others,

In it he directs that:

To my beloved wife, Martha Washington, I give and

nequenth the use and benefit of my entire estate, real

~and personal, for the term of her natural life, execept
guch parta um‘eof us are mclnmlty disposed of.

He also ordered that his body be Interred “In a
quiet manner, without parade or funeral oration.”

One clnuse, which bns been extenslvely quoted,
18 a8 follows:

Upon the decease of my wife It s my will and de-
piro that all the slaves which 1 hold in' my own right
ghall recelve thelr fresdom.

Concerning the disposition ol, his slaves, the
genernl gnve more explicit directions than to any
otber part of his estute, and he especlally directed
that none of lhem should be sold outside of Vip-

gll;;e diveeted that his debts, which he sald were
" ugew and none of grent wagnitude” be “punctunl-

to the fnct that many of the young men of the

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tember 22, 1800, This will {5 not nearly so long
nor so Involved as that of General Washington.
It was probated In 1802 by George Washington!
Parke Custls and Thomas Peter, two of the execu
tors. It wns taken up with the disposition of
lLiowsehold effects and provisions for the education|
of her relatives. Three granddaughters, four
nieces, her grandson, four nephews, a grandnl
and other distant relatives and friends are men-
tioned. To them she gave paintings, town lots
and to mearly all of them ghe gave from five tu
ten guineas with which to buy rings.

One of the odd provisions was: “It Is my wlll
and desire that Ann Mariah Washington, daughter,
of my niece, be put into handsome mourning at|
my death at the expense of my estate, and I be»i

. queath to her ten guineas te buy a ring.”™

Another unusual order reads: “It Is my will]
and desire that all of the wine in bottles In the|
vaults be equally divided between my gmnd-
daughters and grandson, to each of whom I
bequeath ten guineas to buy a ring for each.”

All of the family plctures, execept a few spe
cifically mentioned, were left to George Washing-
ton Parke Custis, and to him went a large collec-!
tion of household furnishings, including beds,
water coolers, china and furniture. Special pro<
vision was made for the education of three neph«
ews, who were to be ftted in "some useful
{rade,” and she made a further provision that
100 pounds be given to each to set him up in his
trade,

The belated return of these two famous docu-
ments, so essentially personal nnd buman In thelr
contents, to the little courthouse where they were
both filed Tor probate over a century ngo has
made of Falrfax Court House another Mecea for
the history-loving tourist, and it is rapidly falling
into Une after Mount Vernon and Alexnndria ig
point of popularity.

CHOICE OF BUT TEN STATES.

New York state had no part In the clection of
the first president of the Unite] States. For soma
years following the establishment of the federal
government, the legislatures of most of the siates
chose the presidentinl electors, the people votlng
for them only indirectly, their cholce being ex-
pressed by thélr yotes for legislators. A deadlock
between the senate and the assembly prevented
the selection of electors from New York slate.
Rhode Island and North Carelina had not yet
ratified the Constitution,, so Washington was
elected the first time by the votes of only ten of
the 13 states,

New York clty wns the scene of the first Inaugue
ratlon, however. Wushington took the oath on
the portico of Federal hall, on the present site of
the subtreasury, at Wall and Nassau streets, April
80, 1789, TImmediately following this ceremony he'
retired within the building and delivered ‘an nd-
dress to congress, which met In Federal hall 1a
those days, John Adnms, the second 'president,

nlso nddressed congress In person, but Jefferson
broke the custom which President Wilson has re-
vived. Jefferson stigmatized that form of address
as monarchical and put his message In writlng—
New York Son.

BUILT FROM HIS OWN PLANS.

At the late date of 1827 a wish expressed hy
George Washington in his will was obeyed. [le
had called attentlon to his selection of a spot’ for
a new tomb for himself and family ood those of

_ the famlly already burled In the old vault, The

old tomb was disadvantageously situated on the
side of a hill which was subject to landslides.
For the new vault he specifled not-only the spot,

"hut also dimenslons nnd materials. According to

these, his own plans, a tomb was built, and his
and Mrs, Washington's
to It, slong with the remains In the old vault of
other members of the famlly, The latter were

buried within the vault, out of sight, whilo the

bodies of General and Mra, Washington are in

stone icofing above the ground, within plaln view
